did the Church of Corinth, . Thus the CArrians 
would often coumerfeit themſelves 9rthedax men,

hurt, didit, and ſo dcfiled their conſcienccs; which 
filled them afterwards with tuch exiremc gricte and 
horrour, when they came :o the knowledge of it, 
as they did offer t9 exprate their ſinne with their blood, 
Had Dariws knowne, thatthe intent of his Princes, in 
that which they called their Royall Zaw, had been 
to intrap the life of Daxrel, he wouid never have 
ſigned it. Hadthe Ciri/tians knowne, thu the in- 
tent of /altan, in commandingthem to ſprinkle ſome 
Incenfe upon the burning Altar, had been ro make 
them deny the Faith, they would never have done 
jr. But this is the craft of the Adverſarics, to pro- 
cure and enaft Lawes, that may /ooke one way, and 
firike another, that may ſeeme to be for <Majeſty, or 
Honour, or Decency z' but are indced for the snſnaring 
and ſupplantinz of the Church of God, 

Another way is, By ſecret conſpiracies and trea- 
cherous combinations againſt the Church, rounder- 
mine and ruine it, So here Nchemg.7,8. The Ara- 
biavs andthe Ammonites and the Aſhdodires, con- 
ſpire all of them together, to come and firht againſt 
Jeruſalem.

the Str tagem of our Adverſarics, the deliverance

And truthis, in Reaſon we can looke for no other, 
if weconſider the innate diſpoſition of the enemies of 
the Church.

W hen therefore 1t is {a1 of a good and faichfull foule, it is gone to Sheo!, 
oi Hades, the meaning 18 according to the bare force of the word, that it 
Is gone to the world wnſeexe, but by conſequence it is implyed, thac it is 
gone to Heaven: becauſe Heaven is that pare of the world unſeene, 
which of Gods mercy in C' riſt isprepared for beleevers. And when it 
Is faid of an unbelecvers foule, that it is gone to Hades,or Sheol, the bare 
force of the worcs nfcrr-s ro more, bur that it is goneto the world wn- 
ſeene : but by conſcq ent it ig implyed, that ﬆ is gone tO Gehenrs. That 
b.th the ancicnt Fatheis and beſt approved forraigne writers aſe thele 
worcs, as here I haveexplaincd them, the molt learned on"

Ythagoras, that old Samian Philo- 

-, lopher, who (as Juſtine Martyr re- 
£&, cords) was want. to veil and diſ- 
3,2 guiſe his opinions under dark 
? ſpeeches and myſticall ſymbols, 

having made Unitie the originall 
of all things, and the cauſe of all good that is in 
the world ; the Father takes not his words for his 
meaning, but nnder the allegoricall veil of that 
Unitie diſcovers an undivided Deitic : 7 <vupuies 
ie T1 7 wiv BSdoxer 280y ID, ſaith he in his Cohor- 
fation to the Grecians. As if that and God were 
ſo inſeparably linked together, that the thoughr 
of man, although ſuggeſted but by the dictate of 
nature, could not poſſibly part them aſunder, In 
like manner, S. Paul in this chapter cxhorting the 
Epheſians to the endeavour of keeping the unitie 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace, after he hath 
told them, There i but one body, meaning of a Ca- 
tholick Church howſoever diſperſed over the 


whole carth ; But oxe Spirit, of a God informing

and giving life to every member thereof; But one 
hope of their Chriſtian calling (as if all this Unitic 
were but to uſher ina ſingle Dcitic) he concludes 
all with an #; ©#3s, There & one God, yerl. 6. Yet 
before he gets upto this, he binds the Epheſians 
ina bond of union with that triple cord, wherein 
their whole Chriſtianity was twiſted, which 
could admir of no ſeparation at all, unleſſe they 
would ſeem to diſſolve their profeſſion : There s 
one Lord, whom Chriſtians obey, and therefore 
no diſtration by ſervice, There « one faith,whete-, 
by they believe, and therefore no diviſion by 
Creeds; There « one baptiſme, whereby they get 
entrance into the Church, and therefore no' di 
ſtinction by initiative grace. And theſe three are 
more peculiarly wradoy Fids, that Triniticof Uni- 
ties,wherein God, by the miniſtery of S. Pavul,ap- 
pears to his Church, as it were in the ſhape of 
three Angels, as once he did to Abraham and 
Sarah, to put her in mind of that conjugale fedw, 
that league of love between her and her husband, 
whereby ſhe may fructifie and bring forth an I- 
ſaac, a child of joy, peace, unity, and concord, 
wherein may all the carth be bleſſed. Or, to ſpeak 
plainly, They are a triple motive to that Chrifti- 
an Guty enjoyned in my text, a ſerious endeavour 
of preventing Schiſme, of preſerving -Pcace and 
Unirie in the Church.

Now as we reade inthe hiſtory of the Creation 
of two great Luminaries ordained by God for 
the ornament and benefit of that, ſo ſaich he, is 
the like number appointed for the convenience 
of this : Sol c# Luna, Regnum & Sacerdotium: ; 
There the Si:nne and the Moon, here the King- 
dome and the Prieſthood. And as for preſerving 
theentire luſtre of the Moon is required a conti- 
nuall influence of light from the Sunne z ſo like- 
wiſe to maintain the Sacerdotall Dignity, a perpe- 
tuall emanation from the Regall Authority : Nam 
ubi ſemel tolledatur ſceptrum Jude , profanabatur & 
Levi ſacerdotium, When once Juda's ſcepter's de- 
parted, Levi's Prieſthood's preſently profaned. 
And thus farre the parallcl holdeth very well. In 
one thing it faileth, or rather exceedeth, That 
whereas the Moon repayerh no tribute, nor (for 
ought we know) conferreth any thing to the or- 
nament or benefit of the Sunne, here it is other- 
wiſe, where the Regal rayes tranſmitted ro the 
Prieſthood reflet on themſelves, and (befide 
thatin the end they double the luſtre of that glo- 
rious body from whence they proceeded ) con- 
tract ſuch an influence in the refletion, as condu- 
ccth much (if not to the being preciſely caken, at 
leaſt) to the happy and well being of the ſame.

weſuppoſe, by Divine right, the whole Army of

I have read of Socrates, That when rhe Oracle 
of Apollo had pronounc'd himthe wiſcſt of men, 
though his reverence was ſuch to his god, that he 
would not plainly give him the lye, yet was his 
modeſtie likewiſe ſuch, and mean conceit of his 
own worth, that he would not take it 2» terminu 
to himſelf: and therefore indifferently to preleive 
both, he gave this teaſon of Apollo's Oracle, 
Ludd hoc eſſet una omnis ſapientia, non arbiirari ſt 
ſcire quod neſctat, Becaule this was the onely wil- 


- dome (and to this he could lay a moſ2 juſt claim) 


not to ſuppoſe he knew that, whereof he was1g- 
norant. I wiſh theſe men were of Socrates his 
mind ; or if not of his, becauſe an Heathen, ofde- 
vout Anfelm's, whoſe ſpeech it was, 244nteam- 
plins quis ſuperbis involvitur, tanto lucem weritais 
minus intuetur, The more a manis involv'd in 
prideand felf-conceit, the leſſe he beholdeth the 
light of truth: Or if not of his, becauſe a Biſhop, 
at leaſt of our blefled Apoſtle S. Paul's, 1. Cor.s. 
If any man think tht he knoweth any thing he know- 
eth nothing yet as he ouzht to know. Surely then 
they would humble themſelves and become obc-

& is ſuch a Furie as frights a man out of himſelf, 
and takes violent poſſeſſion of the ſoul, purting all 
the faculties upon hot ſervice: the underſtanding 
upon a miſguided: apprehenfion of every word 
and ation, how generall ſoever , as maliciouſly 
intended to injure his particular perſon, or croſic

this Gordian knot his fury will not afford him 
the patience at leifure to untie 5 but the leaſt 
thwarting word that proceeds out of another 
mans mouth puts a ſword in his hand to cut it in 
pieces) or inthe order of all the members to one 
head, which if it diſpoſe not of alt according to 
his ambitious deſires, we know then what noxi- 
ous fumes the heat of his paſſion preſently ſends

Now that which makes men become ſo impa- 
tient is their tender conſcience ( as they call it) 
which cannot brook the leaſt touch of Authority 
commanding that, which, in their opinion, incli. 
neth any way to innovation in the Chutch, I ſaid, 
ii their opinion ; for well it were if they made not 
that the miſtreſle of their judgements, if they con- 
fin'd not themſelves to that as the touchſtone 
. whereby to trie the Antiquity of all the Church- 
©onftitutions. They may find a farre better, if 
they pleaſe, in S. Auſtines 119%, Epiſtle to Janu- 
arius, where he ſaith, Omnia talia, qae neque ſan- 
&tarum Scripturaram antoritatibus comtinentur, &c. 
All ſuch things as are not conteined in the autho- 
rity of ſacred Scriptures , nor fonnd decreed in 
the Councels of Biſhops, nor confirmed by the 
practice of the Catholick Church, «bi facultas tri- 
briter, fine ullatubitatione reſecanda exiſtimne, Wiknh 
power ſhould be given, he thought all withot 
doubt to be cut off and rejeted. For the firſt of 
thefe,they like it very well, if thernſelves may de 
the onely interpreters. And herein their crrouts 
the ſame with that which the Father otherwhere 
diſcoveredamong ſorne of his time. Errant howi- 
5 n0n fer vantes modun ; & cum in nnam parte 
prochwiter ire caperint, non veſpictunt Divine al- 
toritatts alta teſt t1rmonin, urbus poſsimt ab illa vwiew- 
Fione reueocari, © tinea tuerx wrifq; temperami ef 
verttare ac moderitione con fiſtere : Men, faith he, 
crre, keeping nd mean, hd when they begin ro be 

pro- 
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propenſe toward one part never regard other te- 
{imonies of Divine authority, whereby they may 
be recall'd from that inclination, and fix them. 
{clves in that truth and moderation which is made 
up by the due temperature of both, When they 
come to the ſecond, they are ſo farre from admir- : 
ting their Canons, as inſtead of that they cry 


* down their fun@ions, ſcoffat their titles, account- 
ing them Eccleſiaſticall ſoleciſmes , as Buchanan Fp.Dei. 7«- 


their forefather did thofe honourable phraſes of 
Majeſtie, Highnefle, and Lordſhip, ſoleciſmes & 


barbariſmps awlicos , mere ſoleciſmes and barbt- Sw 


riſmes of the Court, Tell them of the third, 
which was the ptaRice of the Catholick Church, 
then all their Theologicall knowledge is nothing 
but Platonicall remembrance, extending no far- 
ther then their own memory, ot the monuments 
of ſome few Reformed Divines, ſuch, it may be, 
3 were rather Deformers, Authours of Schiſme, 
2nd renouncers of our Ecclefiaſticall Difcipline in 
the firſt Reformation. 

And this their imparience, when it hath made 
a Panicall Aeſh-quake ar their hearts, breaks our at 
their mouthes, like a ſtorm which ſcatrers rhe true 
Church of Chriſt, that chaff as they call ir, ſo that 
it had beeter endured the fire. For I think I may 
uſe the words of S. Auſtine againſt the lerrers of 
Petilian the Donarift, changing Zvungelium mto 
Eccleſia. One mitins pertulit ſevientium Regum 
flannas , quay weſtrus paritnr thguas : The 
Church betrer endured the flames of Tyrants, 
tkcnthe ronoucs'of Schiſmaricks. Nam it 3ncene +

non potuit, For while chey burned, unity remain- 
ed ; bur while theſe rail, the Church muſt needs 
be divided. 

Now let them make uſe of S. Pauls remedie, 
walking worthy of their Chriſtian vocation, 
ure warpoduuicy , with long-ſuffering , or patience. 
EvTh warpouuia d KverGr xarurg, ow 5 TH $vy orig 0 Mata, 
ſaith Antiochus one of the leſſer Fathers, 1# lonz- 
ſuffering the Lord doth inhabit, but the devil inim- 

atiexce, He therefore that would have the Spirit 
of God dwell within him, muſt himſelf keep the 
#nity of that Spirit, and continue with patience 
within the pale of the Church. Mi ns #ugy oigny 
4:55, ſaich Bleſſed Ignatius ; Leſt any of you be found 
a deſertour or run- away from the Church, Let Ba- 
ptiſme be your armour, Faith your helmet, Love 
your {pear ; but Varun myownie, Patience Capape , 
your whole armour of defence. He muſt not ſepa- 
rate himſelf with Korah, and tell Moſes and Aa- 
ron they take too much upon them , or make 
themſelves Princes over the people. He muſt not 
murmure at Moſes his ſtay in the Mount, and 1n 
the mean time caſt in his care-ring to the making 
up of a calf, that is, He muſt not envy the leaders 
of the Church their free acceſle to Kings and 
Princes, thoſe gods upon earth, Dixi enim , Dit 
ets, and that in their mounts, their erc&ed 
Thrones and ſtately Palaces, and in the mean time 
contribute any trifling principle (which it may be 
ſome Presbyteriall Divine hang at his care at the 


laſt Exerciſe) towards the making up of a new 
, ima-

imaginary Diſcipline in the Church. Nay, I'll go 
father with him : If the Church ſhould ſetup a 
calf of her own (as God forbid) that is,be ſo farre 
corrupted, as to command the practice of idola- 
trous worſhip., that's not ſufficient to juſtifie 
Schiſme , or make good his deſertion. Here's 
room ſtill. ro make uſe of his paſhve obedience, 
though I adviſe not his active. He may, he muſt 
here ſuffer the puniſhment, whatſoever it is, to be 
inflicted for the omiſſion, and be guilty of no 
commiſſion at all. (Not that I would hereby ſtop 
the mouth of any reverend._Prelate, Pricſt,or Dea- 
con, entruſted by God with the ſouls of the peo- 
ple, whoſe then unſeaſonable exemplary ſilence 
may be interpreted by the ignorant at leaſt conni- 
vence, if not encouragement to communicate 1n 
the finne. I think him bound to rebuke the ſame 
by what authority ſoever — But if 
is conſcience yet be {o farre miſtaken, as to per- 
[wade him, That his not renouncing of an exter- 
nall communion in things either indifferent or 
commendable, implies a guilt of poſitive commu- 
nion in thoſe cortuptions which are abſolutely 
linfull, T pity his caſe, he is like a ſerpent between 
theſhadow of the aſh and the fire: but let metell 
him, It is cooler being in one then the other, and 
therefore he muſt be a little more ſubril then

of theearth and ſwallowing up Korah with his 
comentious company. And thus much likewiſe 
concerning the third productive of Schiſme,toge- 
ther with its contrary vertue ſet down by S.Paul, 
vers wanpewulas, with long-ſuffering. 

The fourth and laſt is Ynordinate zeal,the oppo- 
ſite vertue to which is not named, but implied in 
theſe words, «ve94,%ot daxinav & d25 71, ſupporting one 
another throuzh love. 


And now we are got under the torrid zone of 
unruly paſhon, and illimited ambition : among 
ſuch a nation, as he that walketh- righteouſly and 


ſpeaketh uprightly muſt be a cohabitant with de- 
vouring fire and dwell with everlaſting burnings, 
contrary to that the Prophet Eſay promiſeth, E- 
ſay 33. Karr on (mow, ſaith S., Paul in his fourth 
Chapter tothe Galatians, It is a good thing in- 
deed to be zealouſly affeted, but it muſt be 
W 134g, 11 4 good matter. And not onely fo, fortix 
ſame Apoltle bears record of ſome who had the 
Deſt of zeals, Jelum Dei, the zeal of God, and yet 
in them too there was ſomewhat wanting they 
had ir, not ſecundum ſcientiams, not according t0 
knowledge. I will rake a ſtep ipto S. Auſtines 
path, and adde a third poſſible defet, and that's 
the qualification or condition of the perſons, #- 
cording to which he obſerveth zeal to admit of 1 
directly oppoſite ſpecification jw bonitate & mdli-

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ti4 : and therefore he commends it as good in Da- Lib. 26. be 


vid the King, who faith of himſelf, The zeal of thy 
bouſe hath eaten me up ; but on the other ſide con- 
demnes it as bad and misbeſeeming the Com- 
mons, an ignorant multitude (the arm of whoſe 
diſcretion and judgement was not able to wield a 
weapon of that fize) when itis ſaid of them, Zelms 
o:cupavit plebem ineruditam, Leal hath poſſefled an 
unlearned people, 

But to take it a while in irs pure naturals, with- 
out thoſe ſeverall circumſtances and different li- 
mitations, I reade it defin'd as abſtracted in it {elF,

to take away ſuch things as ſeem oppoſite to that 
which he loveth. Now as there is nothing which 
ſhould ſo ſwell up our ſouls with joy and delight, 
nor lodge in any corner of our hearts, as the love 
of God ; ſocanour zeal be imployed about no- 
thing ſo well as the utter aboliſhing of thar which 
either gives him a dire affront, and that's Idola- 
try; or ſtops the free current of our ſervice and 
due devotion, by intermixing the muddy inven- 
tions of weak brains,and vain curioſities,and that's 
Superſtition, 0, 

But this zeal, as good as it is, muſt be attended 
by three handmaids, to bear up his train, which 
cording to Gerſon are Benevolentis, Diſcretio, & 
Conflantia, elſe, ſaith he, it is like a two-edged 
[word in the hand of a mad-man, 4ut fulmint fine 
obice pervagentt, or like that kind of lightning, 


no 


Which makes way through all, and will admit of 
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no oppoſition. Upon the firſt of the three our A. 
poſtle iſcemeth chiefly to reflet, the abſence 
thereof being rhar which chiefly cauſceth the 
breach of union, the diſturbance of the peace and 
quict of the Church. 

I ſhould begin with this, but T muſt firſt give 
you a bricf character of ſuch perſonsas are fittel 
to be imployed in this buſinefle. S. Auſtine grants 
them, whoſocver they are,a large commiſſion, Fu 

' quicquid potes, Do what thou canſt, But what? 
preſently ſet fire on the Church ? No. Frigidum 
and, he caſts cold water to allay this heat, Do 
it, but ſtill pro perſona, quam portas, onely accord- 
ing to that perſon which thou beareſt. No me- 
chanick put his profane hand to the pulling down 
of that moſt ſacred and ever venerable Epiſcopal 
function. Tradet fabrilia. No women venttheir 
impiety and ignorance in {landering it as an Anti- 
chriſtian Prelacie, Let them be filent as #», ſo 6, 
or concerning the Church too. It was S. Pauls ad- 
vice, Diſcant in ſilentio,not that they ſhould teach 
but learn in ſilence. Nay, #0z patier, ſaith he;-1 
ſufer not a woman to m_ t. Tim. 2: 12. Andthis 
argues the irrationall licentious practice of our 
times, wherein either ſex and any profeſſion 
crowds in a finger to the moulding of the defign'd 
Reformation ; and this, if not with publick tole- 
ration, if not without ſome Non I am 
ſure not with a due peremptory penall prohibiti- 
on. Nay, they muſt be Leaders inthe caſe, and 
teach the very Captains themſelvesof the Church 
militant their ſcverall poſtures, preſcribe __ 2 
orm 
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fyrm to muſter their men. I haveread of the Am- 
baſſadours of the Sarmatz, That attending Valen- 
tinian the Emperour of the Weſt,and telling him, 
being baſely clad, that they were prime men of 
that nation, he fell into ſuch a paſſion for warring 
with ſo baſe a people, that he dyed ſuddenly. In 
like manner, I think, if Religion in theſe dayes 
did but view the Grandees of Schiſme in their 
mechanick habits, and ſeriouſly confider with 
what a ragged Regiment of ignorance and impu- 
dence ſhe hath had ſo long a continued encounter; 
ſhe would out of indignation deſertus, and leave 
her golden crown-to be ar all adventure uſurped 
cither by inſolent profanenefle, or blind A- 
theiſme. But to leave theſe Bedlams at length ro 
be well laſhed by their own tooimpetuous ſpi- 
tits, and tobe as good as my word, 1 think weare 
bound by the doctrine of our Church to ſurren- 
der the firſt place of compoſing differences, and 
zealous reforming what abuſes ſoever are crept , 
into it, to him whom-we acknowledge her head, 
and that's the King. And good reaſon too : For 
that istrue as well in Church as State, which ,Sa- 
luſtin Tacitus ſuggeſted to Livia, Eam conditionem Auniliib.r. 
eſe imperandi, ut non aliter ratio confet, quam ſi u- 
" reddatar, Or more properly that which fol- 
lowes ſoon after, Non aliud diſcordantis patrie, 
(We'll make it Eccleſie)remedium eſſe, quam ut ab 
wno rezeretur. Whom, as the Anointed of the 
Lord, howſoever we acknowledgeto have a more 
then ordinary influence and ſpeciall aſſiſtance of 


the Spirit of God ; yet being not bound (fo farre

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as we know) to take away infallibility from the

Crown inſtead of a Mitre; we find it moſt con- 
ſonant to reaſon, and correſpondent to the perpe. 
tuall practice of the Primitive times, as alſo to 
that of all ſuch Chriſtian Churches, as ſtill retein 
the true ancient doftrine and diſcipline, that heaſ- 
ſume to him the counſel of his Biſhops and Cler. 
gie, who, if ſo qualified as their places require, 
may be preſumed the fitteſt men to moderate 
zeal, to compoſe all different opinions, and to 
pick truth out of partiality. Not te trouble you 
with various quotations out of ſeverall Fathers, 
will onely fetch you one from the head, and that's 
Bleſſed Ignatius, who ſpeaks to our purpoſe, in 
aſſerting, That whoſoever doth any thing without 
the Biſhop and his Presbyteric, 5 mwor@ wwarra 75 
ouverdNow, of icy mv Xeipay, ch an one hath his conſci- 
ence defiled, and is wor ſe then an infidel. But leſt =_ 
ſhould think the Prince in this caſe a priviledg'd 
perſon, he otherwhere inverts our order,and hath 
his TerMnpxerw Kai mg To ehoxwine, Let C Ph himelfbt 
ruled by the per ſwaſien of his Biſhop. Now the fot- 
mer of theſe feems to be grounded upon S. Pauls 
rule, who would have zeal to be regulated accord- 
ing to knowledge. For, to ſpeak the truth, if the 
Clergie be ance excluded this bulineſſe, and Lay: 
men (who by reaſon of their ſeverall avoceations 
are for the moſt part forcedto take up their The- 
ologicall principles I wiſh I could ſay but atthc 
tecond orthird hand) muſt have the perpetuall pa- 
tent of this concurrent judiciall imployment ; if 


jgnorance 
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-norance chance to incorporate with authority 
and both grow up ſtrong and ſtout in time, it-may 
well be feared in the future age Divinity muſt be 
fecched within the ſphere of their apprehenſions, 
conjur'd within the circle of ſome politick law, 
:nd the maintainers of what truth ſoever (if either 


' miſtaken by them, or not taken at all, as being too 


profound and out of their reach) may chance to 
be daſhed out of all their preferment by the ſeem- 
ng force of ſome old decrepirt ſtatute, if not 
blown away by the violent breath of ſome zea- 
lous Patriot, and Lay ill-affeRed Arbiter. | 
And thus much ſhall ſerve to have been ſpoken 
of the perſons, whom I conceive the fitteſt to 
handle zeal, and to reform any exorbitancie of 
the Church, 
As touching the three attendants thereof, which 
I had out of Gerſon; the firſt of them was Benevo- 
kntia, which 1'11 interpret good will or Chriſtian 
charity towards our brethren. And this ſhould be 
hewed either in preſcrving their credits, or bear- 
ing with their perverſe manners, Swpportantes in- 
vicem,ſupporting one another,ut alter alterizus mo- 
res ferat lic es ruſticss, lictt aſperos, lictt petulantes, 


&, ſaith one on the place. Or laſtly in admitting for. Myic 


a Charitable judgement of their errours, though 
untrue, as much more pleaſing to Almighty God 
then a true judgement, if it be uncharitable. 
Whereof how farre ſhort come the writing and 
preaching zelots of theſe our dayes? whom I have 
often obſerved (as in their pamphlets, ſo likewilc 
n their pulpit inveRtives) — gain ground on pore 

3 ar 
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lat minds, and to give a little life to thoſe deform- 
ed pictures they make of ſuch men as to whoſe 
doarines they will not conform themſelves, thar 
they obliquely draw a dark ſhadow of their im. 
pure converſations ; and no diverſity of opinion 
but muſt be attended by ſome notable irregularity 
in manners. I confeſle thoſe men upon whom this 
is juſtly charged (it any ſuch there are) as they 
cannotexpect to be any where excuſed, ſo much 
leſTe to have an advocate in this facred place. Burt 
I pray God themſelves be blameleſle that blame 
others, Indeed thoſe men at whom they glance, 
have not got the trick to do it in the dark, buttoo 
ingenuoutly think the world will be as charitably 
affected to them, as they are to the world. This 
I'll fay, which I confidently preſume, That were 
they not ſo bated and worried for their opinions, 
which they think in their conſcience they may 
well juſtifie, and thereby driven as to a deſperate 
negle of their ſtudies, ſo likewiſe toa leſle ſtrit 
guard of their lives, they would be ſomewhat 
more regular in their ations, which upon ſerious 
recollection and pious meditation ir is likely 1n 
their reaſons they condemne and vilifie, 

Nor doth this their uncharitable zeal extend it 
ſelf onely to ſome few particular perſons, buten- 
circlethno leffe then the whole Church, them- 
ſclves exempted : upon which, inſtead of praiſing 
God for the firſt happy converſion of this nation 
to Chriſtian Religion ; for that, wherein they 
think themſelves _ the onely intcreſt,an afretr- 
Reformation from blind ſuperſtition; they = 

ca 
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caſt the foul-mouth'd calumny and ungeſerved 
aſperſion of Pelagianiſme, and whatſoever other 
wretched hereſte they find condemned by the 
Catholick Church in her ſacred Records,and ve- 
nerable Antiquity, which they neither ſearch nor 
care for but when it may furniſh them with a few 
bare names, ſuch as they may caſt like dirt in _the 
face of thoſe worthy men, who drop better Di- 
vinity in their daily diſcourfe with every crumb 
that tails from their tables, then theſe men do in 
their large diſtributions of the bread of the 
Word, as they too often. empharically cauſleſly 
term it, SO that what Palemon proudly profeſſed 
of learning, they.arrogantly conceit of Religion. 
ut ſecumn natas, ſecumgq; interituras af firmare au- 
dcbat liter a5 + They think it all ſhipped in one bot- 
tome, and that's the rotten one of their own fra- 
ming. The ground of which isa ſtrange aſſurance 
they challenge to themſelves of a more then ordi- 
nary peculiar aſſiſtance of the Spirit, outſtripping 
S, Paul (though an Apoſtle, and none of the 
meaneſt neither) who went no farther then his 


Puto awtems, I think alſo 1 have the Spirit of God. 1.Cor.7.46. 


For howſoever 4 Lapide out of S. Auſtines 3 7. 
Tractate upon S. John , will have this * yuro 
non dubitantis eſſe, ſed aſſeverants & increpantis :

judge none, yet I ſuſpe& ſome inſtead of having

NY” full ſpirit, ſeducing the people, 3s S. Ignatius ſaid of 
the talſe prophets and Apoſtles of old. But what. 
ſocver ſpirit they have, this their confidence in- 
fAames their zeal; and puts them upon thoſe vio. 
lent (bur moſt impotent) exprefſions of Lex w 
Preach down, Pray down, nay ſometimes they'll 
venture at Diſpute down too whatſoever is got4- 
bove their intelleuals, when indeed they do no- 
thing but talk down all : when alas they are notſo 
forward inthe two former, but they are twige as 
backward inthe laft ; inallhaving a ſelf-deniall, 
as they call it, that is indeed a deniall of all what 
themſelves ſhould be, I mean diſcurfive and ratio- 
nall as men, learned as ſcholars, and ( which is 
worth all) truly devout as Chriſtians, Whereas in 
| their prayers they have oftentimes moſt unchari- 
ble, if not ſchiſmaticall Devotion, bold ignorance 
in their Sermons, and, inſtead of ſolid reaſons, 1 
few hew-invented canting diſtinRions in all their 
diſputations, calculated for the climate of their 
exotike Divinity, and endeavoured to be obtru- 
ded upon our Church in the piace of better, ſuch 
as might ſafely be ſeleed out of the School, or 
ae medio montium, as Peter Lombard ſpeaketh, 
meaning the ancient Fathers and reverend Anti- 
quity. So that what Alexander Borgia was wort 
to ſay of the expedirion of the French into Nt- 
ples, That they care with chaulk in their hands ts 
mark out their lodgings, and et withweapons to fieht 
for them, ray be ſaid of theſe men in their great 
undertaking and zealous premoring a new refor- 
mation, 


onthey may reſt, without producing any rational 
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mation, They mark out their concluſions where- 


remiles which may forcean aſfenr. 

If I have digrefſeda little too farre from my 
text, I may-the rather preſume of a pardon, having 
been inthe purſuir of ſuch men as uſually .runne a 

reat deal farther from theirs, and of whom, for 
all my haſt, I have much ado to get perfe fight. 
I was moved thereto by the equity of the cauſe, 
heretofore (as I thought) injur'd by the filence of 
ſome worthy men, whoſe eminent abilities might 
have better encouraged them to have been as well 
ſpeaking abettours of truth,as their abundant cha- 
rity made them filent affetours of unſeaſonable 
peace, 

I paſſe now to the ſecond attendant of zeal,and 
that's Diſcretion. Which, if we look at the pro- 
priety of the word, according to thoſe different 
ignifications that it frequently-admits of, implies 
adiſtinR ſeparation of one thing from another, an 
exaR view and judgement of the ſame. For cerni- 
Mu anime, videmw natur#,eſpicimus ex improviſe, 
ſaid Fronto, who pretended to be an indifferent 
arbiter and equall diſpencer of dues to words, 
And Quotcunque Senatns creverit =_ wdicaverit, deligh. 
tis thought the Romane Oratour ſaid, that per- | 
petuall DiRatour of the Latine tongue, And in- 
deed whether cerno be not. vire/2 little :mactamor- 
phiz'd,diſcerwy Daxplre,T deſire the Critichs at their 
leiſure to inforag/us., Now Diſctetion thus-taken 
diſables thoſe. perſon 'or (dealing - with; zeal, 
whoſe weak capacities " overcaſt with _ 

clo 
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cloud of ignorance as intercepteth their view,and 
blunteth the point of the brighteſt ray their un» 
derſtanding {ends forth to diſcover any errour of 
the Church. As alſo thoſe whoſe judgements, 
howſoever mounted higher,and raiſed above this 
miſty region, are ſcated upon ſuch a dangerous 
precipice, that their firſt conception, their firſt ap- 
prehenfion, fixeth not there, but rowls dowd to 
their mouthes, and breaks forth in a clamourous 
ſtorm of paſſion, if ir fall not lower to their arms 
and hands, and vent it ſelf thence in a bloudyty- 
rannicall perſecution. For the firſt of which there 
is none of us all but may finda ſhelter, Ts lingss, 
ego aurium ſum Dominas. But if it once come to 
the ſecond, as if they were following the ſent of 
a freſh victory, Nec temperari facile nec reprims po- 
teft ftricti enſis ira, the laſt ſtep of their power is 
the firſt of their mercy. S. Auſtine ſets them a 
| better rule, propoſeth himſelf as a better prefi- 
dent, Faciat certe quod me non feciſſe ſuccenſuit, (ud 
he of a Biſhop, to whom he had written an harſh 
epiſtle, but receiyed an anſwer in more bitter lan- 
guage. Sothele men, who when time ſerves can 
ufficiently complain of hard uſage; and brand 
the duc Eccleftaſticall » Cenſure of obſtinate 
Schiſme (I may ſay Herefic) with that ſcandalous 
undeſervedname Perſecution, ſhould do well to 
mere out their own words with the meaſure of 
indifference, and whenthemſelves rome to be 4 
Rours; putting - judgement or difcretion in one 
8, nd powerin the other, make even weight 
without a grain ofaffcion depreſſing either. Di 
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vide, & impera, you know who ſaid it, and we 
have too many that follow that counſel in the 
worſt ſenſe, who might, if they pleaſed,make uſe 
of it in a better. Letthem uſe this Adgras, this mo- 
derate diſcretion, this judicious diviſion ; it4 di- 
vidant, & tum imperent : Let them thus divide, 
and then let them talk of taking the dominionand 
command of the Church, Bur if they will raſhly 
huddle up all together,and,not admitting the leaft 
check of a ſedate judgement, publiſh onely the 
impetuous ditates of their indifcreet and too pre- 
cipitant fancie,cither yielding nothing,or ſuffering 
alicentious praRtice of all things ; we muſt put 
them in mind of that State Maxime, which is too 


often made good by thgruine of a Church , Per. Con Tui. 
culoſa ſeveritas, flagitioſa largitio, ſes nihil militi,”* © 


ſeu omnia concederentar 1n ancipitirepublica ; T will 
engliſh it thus, Dangerous is that ſeverity, impi- 
ous that bounty, where toa Chriſtian militant ci-- - 
ther all things are granted, or nothing permitted 
in the doubtfull and diſtrafted condition of a 
Church. 4 

And thus much of Diſcretion, zecals ſecond 
handmaid. | 

The third is Conftancy. And of this but a word. 

And ſome may think a word ſuperflnous too, 
confidering the firm immovable reſolution of our 
obſtinate zelots, who will part with all, their obe- 
dience to the Civil and Ecclefraſticall Magiſtrate, 
their charity due to their Chriſtian brethren, ra- 
ther then one whit of their fancie and fond opini- 


0n, Therein following too near at the heels their 
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valiant Captain Reformer Knox, who reſolutely, 
but rebelliouſly , writ to the Queen Regent of 
Scots'in the behalf of himſelf and the Holy Bre. 
thren, That without the Reformation which they defy 
red, they would never be ſubject ts any mortal may, 
And Martin Luther, how eminent ſoever, was in 
this caſea little too obſtinate, when being upon hf 
death-bed requeſted by Philip Melanchthonto 
draw near aconcord as touching the difference a- 
bout the Euchariſt, utterly refus'd it, i4q; hang 66 
cauſam, ſicuti ilum aixiſſe aiunt, ne ex es tota aotiri- 
"y dubium wocaretur ; and that for this eaule, 


left his whole dodrine ſhould be bronght into 


queſtion, Theſe zelots, as if they were the ora- 
cles of the world, or atleaſt in ſome ſpeciall man. 
ner inſpired (as indeed thEy ptetend) do in effeR 
thruſt the Pope out of his Magiſteriall Chair of 


Infallibility , ro the end that they may fit init 
themſelves. Bnt alas this pertinacious adherence 
to ungrounded principles is but the feigned model 
of conftancy, the foundation whereof muſt be 
right reaſon, no fond opinion, que non alind quim 
rationis vana imago & umbra,ſaith onc; the ground- 
work humility, the main pillar impartiall integri- 
ty, and the whole proſpet towards the even 
plains and champian of truth , without the leaſt 

loop-hole to any by-reſpe or ſiniſter intention. 
Now as obſtinacy is to be declined on one 
hand,ſo muſt likewiſe levity on the other. Where- 
in howſoever they conceit themſelves to have but 
little ifany intereſt at all, yer if we pull: off that 
falſe vizard wherein their zeal too often perſo- 
nates,

nates, (I mean their pretence of Scriptures autho- 
rity for all their new ſtarted Divinity) we ſhall 
find it otherwiſe, and that they at their pleaſure - 
can fix on the ſame an unparallel'd non-prefiden- 
tiall interpretation to uſher in any new devis'd 0- 
pinion. Nor is this caution onely perſonall, but 
beſt befits ſuch ſynods or convents as aſſume to 
themſelves a power of Religion, of drawing up a 
form of any Ecclefiaſticall Reformation, For (not 
to flatter our ſelves nor them) if they ſometimes 
will be enaQting or articling, at others, without 
due conſideration, repealing and nullifying, every 
man cannot make a weather-cock of his conſci- 
ence,to be blown about through all the rambes of 
Religions card by the confuſed violent blaſts of 
ſuch ſucceſhve diſſonant aſſemblies. 

And thus art length have I done with that laſt 
productive of Schiſme, Inordinarte zeal, the oppo- 
lite vertue to which is not named, bur implied in 
theſe words, e«reg4dpe! din in dyeiry, ſmpportine One 
another through love. 

If T ſhould now enter on the duty by i felf, and 
draw it off from the lees of my former diſcourle, 
[ might find matter ſufficient ro double the time 
allotted for this buſineſſe. I will give you onely a 
touch of the chief obfervables,and ſo conclude. 

The firſt ſhall be from the firſt word thereof , 
eruls2ors, endeavouring, Which ſhews how one

| mans powers and faculties in himſelf, compoſing 


one individuall inclination ; and then a concurring

prian renders it well, ſats agentes, as if it would 
ſufficiently buſic, and take up no lefle then the 
whole man to do it to the purpoſe. 
Secondly,onwtLores mpeiv, Exdeaveuring to hey, 
For it is not ſufficient to ſearch ir out with ſome 
pains when we are at a loſſe for it, but we muſt 
keep it with the like when once we have foundir. 
Nec ſufficit eam querere, ſaith S, Hicrome, #iſ6 is 
wvertam fugiememq; omni fludio perſequamur. It is 
with this great partof the kingdome of grace, as 
_ our moſt reverend and pious Prelate worthily 
terms this Unity of the Spirit, as it is withcivil 
ſtates and dominions, 1:ſdem artibue, quibus ports 
ſunt, facile retinentur. Labour in getting, and no 
lefle labour and endeavour in keeping. 
Thirdly, [uw winm 73 miner, the unity of the 
Spirit. Noris it every ſpirit that will ſerve the 
turn: for there are many that keep the unity of a 
ſpirit toa contrary purpoſe. Such were thoſe Pro- 
phers whom Ezekiel ſpeaks of, fooliſh prophets, 
againſt whom he denounceth a wo. Ye prophes 
qui ambulant poſt ſpiritum ſuum, Wo to thoſe pro- 
phets who walk after a ſpirit of their own. And 
they keep it inthe bend of peace too. For as Plato 
ſaid of injuſtice, That without juſtice it could not 
ſtand ; the like ſay I of Schiſme and Diviſion, It 
Is impoflible for it to ſubſiſt without union. S. H- 
larie thought that term too good for it, and call'd 


it by a worſe name,Combination,becauſc that unity

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isinfaith and ſubjeQion, but Combination is com- 

ſortis faiFionis,conſenting in fation, It muſt there. 

fore be no unity of any {uch ſpirir, but 77 auens, 

with an emphaſis on the article, of that Spirit in- 

did, The fruit whereof is love, joy, peace, long- 

ſuffering, gentlenefle,goodneſle, faith, meeknefle, 

temperance, a goodly train of Chriſtian verrtues, 

Gal.5.22.

Fourthly, & ns wndNous is ielwns, in the boud of 

peace, Firſt in peace} Men are commonly very 
obſervant and careful} of preſerving the leaſt re- 
lque left them by a deceaſed beloved friend,cſpe- 

ally if he. beRtowed it on them with his own

hand about the time of his departure, Our Savi- 
our. 
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our Chriſt deſerveth ſurely as much at our hands 
as to have his peace carefully kept by all ſuch as 
pretend the preſerving any the leaſt memoriall of 
him, it being the laſt legacy he left to his Church; 
Ken ities, B. Mountague tells us S. Bafil calls it, 
his farewell gift , I'm ſure he calls it yo vapuiouna 
largeſſe droprt fr6 a higher world, worth the keep. 
ing. Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you, 
John 14.27. He gave them peace, promis'd them 
knowledge, but that was to be ſent after his aſcen- 
fion. The Holy Ghoſt , whom the Father will 
ſend in my name, ſhall teach you all things. Asif 
peace and love were to have the precedence, the 
firſt place in the heart of man. The onely order 
obſerved in heaven,wherethe firſt place or degree 
is given tothe Angels of love, which are termed 
Seraphin; the next to the Angels of light, which 
are termed Cherubin. Firſt love, and then illumi- 
nation. But our Enthuſiafts invert the order, They 
will have firſt light, and that of revelation , then 
love, and that but to ſuch as will come off to their 
own fa&tion. 

Secondly, In the bond of peace. S. Anſelme 
ſaith, This bond of peace is an cxternall profcfion 
of peace and concord, which is quaſi vincelum & 
nexus interioris unitatis Spiritss, Tlike it well if he 
means a united conformity and conjunttion inthe 
outward ſervice of God. You know when we 
about to bind up things cloſe together, we oſual

$#y,that s popularity. I need not (hew you how

uncivilly fitting ; it will be a heed matter to bind 
them ſo cloſe rogether, but ſome will drop out 
ofthe bundle of the Church. I will uſe another 
familiar ſimilitude with your leave : When we 
bind up a bundle, we lay not the parcels at any 
great diſtance,butas cloſe and near one another as 
may be. And therefore if we beat a diſtance one 
fro another, come not to ſerve our God together, 
but while there is a Congregation inthe Church, 
there's a Conventicle in a chamber, a Mecting ina 


' barn, andaRing too ir may be in the ficlds or 


woods;it's a hard matter to bindal theſe together, 
the bond I fear wi! be ſomewhat too ſhort, and we 
had need have alittle to ſpare ro make a knot that 


it may be the ſurer, For Charitas nodo Unitatis a- Proto. « 
frinzit faith S. Auftine,Itis.the knot that does it : pots.ch/ 


If Unity have no knot it is cafily diſſolved. There- 


fore the Ancient Engliſh (who were better united ==> fow 


as in their affeRions , ſo likewiſe in their devqur 
Congregations) called this holy ſervice of God 
moſt ſignificantly Eanfaſtnes, as being the one- 
ly faſt binder of the members of the Church, 
Religioſe vinculum pacis, the onely bond of a Re- 
ligious peace.

all theſe have conſpir'd rogether to un ty.out knat 
of Chriſtian charity , produc'd an unhappy 
Schiſme in the Church. The caſe is clear. Whar 
elſe mean thoſe whiſpers of ſome grand plorting; 
and a ſtrange myſterious working to cohlbes 
criledge, to rob the Church of her "mars patti- 
mony, if not that which God himſclf hath given 
her, at leaſt that wherein many ages (ſince his 
Saints and Servants out of their true working pie- 
ty havecnftated her © What elſe thoſe loud aſji- 
ring cries of Down with Epiſcopacy ? Up withs 
Presbyteriall Superintendency What laſtly means 
that truly mounting- Le&ure-Language, and moſt 
irrcligious Pulpit impoſture, whereby roo many, 
when they have once drawn the yielding hearts 
of weak people into thoſe open and unfenced for- 
rreſles of their cars, there chain them to their own 
motions. 'Thus leading captive totheir own vain- 
glorious (though but low-deſcended) ſpirits not 
onely filly women, but men too laden with finnes 
and led away with divers luſts ? | 
It is time for me now to have done with my 
text,and caſe you of your trouble. I will onely out 
of charity adde a triple rule for thoſe cither mall- 
tious or miſtaken ſouls, againſt whom my whole 
diſcourſe harh been intended, whereby they miy 
be happily reduced, and with them the Unity-0f 
the Spirit reſtored.

0-- 
Connor,and two or three of the Earrys being the chjcf, 
Priſoners there were taken to the number of ſeven 
hundred, or thereabouts,of which of moſt note, Brian 
Mac-Henwry, O Carty, Sir Turloghs eldeſt tonne, and 
halfe a dozen Friers, with -one of their Biſhops, 
whom are in ſafe cuſtody. 

In Bandon wee got good ſtore of armes and pretty 
number of ſerviceable Garroones : Reri- cMac- 
Guire, with Maſter Tar/ozh and the reſt of their 
forces, fled by their knowne by-wayecs through the 
woods are reported to be retir'd into Y/fer. Ot our 
{ide there were loſt only 200.men, and never a one of 
marke or quality, but a Lievtenant ro Captaine San- 
ays; fo that we may perceive how cafic it wereto 
quet the forces of theſe pertinacious and bloody re- 
bels,werethere an unity in Erxg/avd between the Kin 
and the Parliament, which God in his mercy ſend 
ſpeedily tobeeffected, that the afli&ons of us bere 
may be conſidered: And we have afforded ſome ſpcedy 
and competent fuccours of men, money, and horſes, | 
with which wee ſhould cafily, not-onely defend and 

ſecureour ſelves, butto reduce the whole kingdome 
te it's antieiif obedience to the Engliſh: Crowne.

Hereas the King ſeduced by wicked 
WAYS, Councell hath raiſed an Army, and 
MWONYEA levied Waragainſt the Parliament, 
FS: and great ntmber of Forces are 
day; riicd nnder the commands of Papilſts & 
other 1i] atieed perſons, by Commiſſions 
from His Majeſty; And whereas divers Deltn- 
quents are protected from publique Juſtice by 
His Majefties Army , and ſundry outrages and 
rapinesare dayly commitred by the Souldiers 
of the ſaid Army, who have no reipe& to the 
Lawes of God or the Land : but burne and 
plunder the houſes and ſeize and diftroy the
